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Nest With Two Eggs Of 
Whooping Cranes Found In Texas 


CORPUS CHRISTI, Tex. — 
Two eggs and the nest of two 
captive whooping cranes have 
been found by the Arkansas Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge. 

Cc. A. (Bud) Keefer, refuge 
manager, said it was the first 
nest ever made by whooping 
cranes in captivity, and the first 
rest discovered in the United 
States since 1890. 

He said only 33 whooping 
cranes are known to be living. 

“If the eggs are hatched suc- 
cessfully the Arkansas refuge 


may be the habitat for a revival 
of this great bird which is now 
nearing extinction,” he said. 

The two captive cranes on the 
refuge near here were wounded 
in the wings by hunters’ guns 
and cannot fly. Three others— 
not in captivity—are spending 
this year on the lower end of 
the refuge. 

They did not accompany the 
28 other cranes who rose late in » 
April to fly to their normal nest- 
ing grounds somewhere in a Can- 
adian Prairie province.

Not Harmful 
To Honeybees e« 


Are sprays containing DDT for 
eontrol of insect pests in fruit, seed, 
and vegetable growing areas, injur- 
ious to honeybees? Beekeepers in 
these areas sometimes ask this ques- 
tion. . 

According to officials,at the Cen- 
tral Experimental Farm, Ottawa, the 
answer is—no. And the officials haye 
experimented constantly since DDT 
became more generally used as an 
insecticide some few ycars ago. 

They have used highly concentrat- 
ed quantities of the chemical to 
spray fully open apple blossoms 
while the bees were at work. The 
force of the spray material even 
drove the bees away temporarily, but 
they returned before it was dry and, 
started collecting nectar again. 

The dead bees which had worked 
the sprayed blossoms were subjected 
to chemical analysis for the presence 
of DDT. In only one sample was 
DDT found in sufficient quantity to 
be even suspected as the cause of 
death. And at no time was the death 
rate of adult bees, or of brood, any 
higher than that which occurred in 
a check apiary. -

“Since ascorbic acid, or vitamin C, 

goes to make strong blood vessels, 
bones and teeth, we certainly don’t 
want to knowingly discard any of it. 
Thiamine, or Vitamin B1, is essential 
for metabolism of the protein and 
for growt@# in, general, while ribo- 
flavin, vitamin B2, has much to do 
with proper chemical changes of 
foods in body cells.”

Can See Farther Than Expected 


PASADENA. — Palomar Qb- 
servatory'’s 200-inich teléscope 
can see six hundred million tril- 
lion miles farther into space 
than anybody expected. Its face 
was dirty when the first photo- 
graphs were made last Febru- 
ary. 

A film of oil and dust collected on 
the mirror’s alffminized surface dur- 
ing fe long months of testing which 
followed installation of the huge 
glass in the telescope atop Palomar 
Mountain in San Diego country. 

This. film was not removed ‘before 
the first photographs were taken, 
says Dr. Edwin P. Hubble, Palomar 
astronomer, because scientists kne® 
at. that time the mirror needed fur- 
ther polishing.

As a matter of fact, says Dr. Hub- 
ble, “it seems unlikely that further 
Significant gains can be expected un- 
til great telescopes can be operated 
outside our atmosphere—possibly on 
the moon.” 

Dr. Hubble said “no very definite 
conclusion ¢an be drawn from‘ thé 
data on the photographs. The few 
regions of the sky that were observ- 
ed, eath a very small fraction of the 
apparent size of the moon, are not 
enough to give reliable information 
concerning the universe as a whole— 
they do not make a fair sample. 

“The photographs looked about as 
we expected, and the scanty data 
could be used to support any of the 
current theories of the universe. 
There was no convincing ‘evidence 
that the universe is expanding, or 
that it is not expanding, nor that 
there are any conspicuous “change in 
the pattern of nebulae in the neWwly- 
observed regions. Definite conclusions 
on these questions must awatt long 
and very precise investigations of 
many samples of the sky.” 

In other words, the universe “just 
seems -to»go>on-and..on, \Doubling 
the. fe.of vision, by increasing the 
power of telescopes, fas ko far failed 
whow>any <limit-to the universe or 

-ehange.in it farther out in space.
